No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies 
which bear directly on the question of patentability.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

12. (Previously Amended) A motor vehicle wiper gear motor 

comprising: 

a core motor attached to a reduction gear base, the core and base 
having metal mating flanges with outer peripheries protruding away from the core and 
the base, respectively; and 

a joint interposed between the core and the base, the joint including a 
sealing material and at least one metal element carried bv the sealing material in 
electrically conductive contact with metal parts of the core and the base, the at least 
one metal elementj^erabl^to conduct electrical current between the core and the 
base to maintain a uniform electric potential in the core and the base .

two metal elements, being disjointed from one another. 

16. (Previously Amended) The gear motor according to claim 12 
further comprising: 

definitive fixation means for the joint to the core motor and temporary 
fixation means for the joint to one of the core and the base, the temporary fixation 
means includes a wall extending substantially orthogonally from an edge of the joint 
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and ifett externally surrounds the outer periphery of the mating flange of the core 
when the joint and the core are assembled together . 

17. (Previously Amended) The gear motor according to claim 16, 
wherein the temporary fixation means includes at least one clipping lug connected to 
one of the wall and on the joint, the clipping lug including a substantially J-shaped 
element that snap fits around the outer periphery of the mating flange on the core. 

18. (Previously Amended) The gear motor according to claim 17 
fiarther comprising: 

an access orifice in the lug to provide means for removing the 
temporary fixation means, 

19. (Previously Amended) The gear motor according to claim 13 
fiirther comprising: 

cooperating fixation means of the joint to the core motor and stop 
means for angular positioning of the joint in relation to the core motor around an axis 
of the core motor. 

20. (Previously Amended) The gear motor according to claim 12, 
wherein one of the core and the base have at least one cylindrical sector, the joint 
having an opening able to receive the cylindrical sector and at least one stop 
projecting into the opening. 

21. (Previously Amended) The gear motor according to claim 12, 
wherein the joint sealing material comprises a plastic material. 

22. (Previously Amended) A manufacturing process of a gear 
motor comprising the steps of 

connecting a joint to one of a core and a base by temporary fixation 

means: 
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positioning the joint between the core and the base; and 

fixing the joint, the core, and the base by definitive fixation means, such 

that electrical current conducts between the core and the base through at least one 

metal element associated with the joint. 

23. (Previously Added) A motor vehicle wiper gear motor 
manufactured by the process according to claim 22 comprising: 

a core motor attached to a reduction gear base, the core and base 
having metal mating flanges with outer peripheries protruding away fi-om the core and 
the base, respectively; and 

a joint interposed between the core and the base, the joint including a 
sealing material and at least one metal element in contact with metal parts of the core 
and the base, the at least one metal element operable to conduct electrical current 
between the core and the base.
